9 to awaken fome People into a due 
Bit §} Confideration of the enormous Ab- 
5) ufes charged on the Adminiftration 
oA of our Naval Affairs, and more par- 
ticularly as to the wifualling of it, 
and the ftarving of our gallant honeft Sailors by a wretched 
Set of Mifcreants, who had raifed vaft Fortunes out of their 
Provifions, and {eemed to attend in their Stations for no 
other Reafon. As our Papers on that Head have been often 
seprinted, we looked upon it as a Sign of their having been 
well approved of by the Public; and therefore hope they 
gre fill in feveral Hands, and that the Contents of them are 
not forgot by any generous Favourer of the Sailors of Great 
Britain. But, alas! tho’ we {poke out loud, we had the 
Misfortune to pafs unheard and unregarded, in our Cry for 
Jutice on the Delinquents : Tho’ it mutt be allowed thofe 
Delinquents ftood in fome Meafure correéted, as they mended 
their Hands, their Manners, and their Condn&, and turned 
anew Leaf in part at the Board ; fo as that our poor Zar- 
jarvelings Sound their Mefies improved, and their Fare a 
litle more wholefome. But this extended no further than 
the Channel, and the Bounds of immediate Hearing : Thofe 
who were ftationed beyond the Reach of Complaint receiv’d 
no Benefit from our Endeavours, "till the confcious Abdi- 
cation of a certain Set of Perfons, who, with the Saga- 
city of Rats, withdrew from the falling Houfe, leaving 
only swe of their Numbers behind to give Anfwers and 
fand the Brunt of Exguiry; which they were fo apprehenfive 
of, that they thought it requifite to acquire Seats where 
they might contribute to ftem the Evils, which they faw 
driving towards them, like 2 Cloud before the Wind, preg- 
nant with Rain, with Storms, and with mighty Thunder. 

As we had the Happinefs of feeing a2 new Parliament, 
fooner than we expected, it was hoped our new Repre- 
fentatives were called together, not meiely to fandtify 
the Meafures of the Adminiftration, but hkewife to redrefs 
the long-neglected Grievances of the People, the Abufes of 
Power and of public Offices, with the declining State of 
Trade and National Commerce, which have cried out long 
and loudly for the helping Hand of public Authority, in 
Aid of the wirtuous Fea who had remained fleady in their 
Country’s Intereft, however fruitlefs and in vain, or how- 
ever oppofed by the wicked and prevailing Arts of inte- 
tefted Perfons in more Power than they deferve, under the 
plaufible Excufes of poftponing every Public Good to a 
more convenient Time and maturer Confideration. 

That we have hitherto tamely fubmitted to fuch delufive 
Promifes of future Redrefs, is, alas! but too notorious ; and 
the more condefcending we have been, the more oppreflive 
has been our Condition: Infomuch, that our Superiors may 
be truly faid to have taught us the fame Degree of Servility 
asthe Afatics have their Camels ;—not only to ftand trac- 
tably quiet, but even to bow the Knee to receive the intol- 
lerable Burden. How long it may be expeéted from us to 
Continue in this L'rcmedary State of Submifficn, to the arbi- 
“ary Meafures arid the heavy Weight of Mighr, does not 
Yet appear ; tho’, ‘Tike the Criftian Slaves among the Moors, 
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we live in Hopes for the Day of our Redemption, notwith- 
ftanding that a Seven long Years’ Servitude rifes, dreadful, 
before our Eyes. 

Altho’, in Time of War, it might not be expedient to 
redrefs every Public Abufe, or amend every Defect in our 
Government; yet fuch Enormities as were glaringly op- 
preflive, and affecting our immediate Prefervation, ought 
to have been confiderately attended to, were it only to have 
enabled us to fupport the onerous Burden of War. Of all 
the various Grievances that affect this Nation, there are none 
more pernicious, or of a deeper Concernment, than what 
arife from the Mifmanagement of our Nazy in all it’s 
Branches; the immediate Regulation of which, one would 
have thought, was a Point fo interefting and neceflary, as 
would hardly have mifs’d the Attention of a P**** fo well 
difpofed as the laft was :———Buat {0 it happened, that —— 
the P**** was diffolved. 

Had it been their Pleafare to have taken that Affair into 
timely Confideration, fuch Difcoveries of Frauds and noto- 
rious Corruptions had been promifed, from undeniable 
Vouchers, in the Praétices of fome People, as would have 
fham'd even the moft fhamelefs Office, however diftin& 
from Tower-Hill: An Office abounding with more Evils 
than Pandora's Box, and of more pernicious Confequence 
to this Nation than what Fable has imputed to that Re- 
ceptacle of univerfal Mifchief and Calamity, Some infer 
that it contained a Board of Commiffioners devoted to P/uto 
and all the Powers of Hell, revelling in Marine Spoils, 
brooding Difeafes, and difperfing them among the hungry 
Inhabitanrs of the Ocean. 

Unwholfome Food is a fure and not a very flow Poifon, 
and the Caserer, or rather Commiffioner, that provides for a 
Family, becomes guilty of Murder as well as Peculation, 
when he prefers his own private Gain to the Safety and 
Welfare of the Family, in fending in Trafh and putrify'd 
Provifions to the Kitchen, when he has both fufficient Al- 
lowance and Orders for the beft from his Mafter, whom he 
injures moft fenfibly, by rendering his faithful Servants in- 
capable of doing their immediate Duty, and in Proce(s of 
Time deftroying them. I know not which deferves Punith- 
ment moit, the Steward of fuch a Mafter, who would con- 
nive at fuch a dangerous Cheat, or the immediate Delin- 
quent himfelf. If fuch.a Cendué is fo productive of ill 
Confequences toa private Family, how much more dange- 
rous to a State? where the Lives of Thoufands, nay, of 
Ten Thoufands, are intrufted in the rapacious Hands of a 
Set of unconfcionable Wretches, who thirft,—who parch, 
who luft moft ragingly, after immoderate Gain ! 


Wheh in Times of Yore, far, far diftant from thefe happy 
Days, the vifualling of our Navy was abufed by the Frauds 
and Avarice of a numerous Board of Commiffioners (when 
two or three at moft were fufficient for the Purpofe) the ery- 
ing Complaints of the poor, diftrefled, ba/f-farved Seamen, 
were heard, in piteous Moans, in every Maritime Town, 
Port and Haven, thro’ Great Britain, and our Plantations in 
America; where they fuffered moft, as their Provifions, un- 
fit for keeping, became fo offenfive before they arrived per 
haps half way, aseven the Starvelings of Public Jails could 
not endure, and nothing but the friendlefs, ufcful Sailor, 
under the Awe of a Cat.o’ Nine-Tails, would defile his Mouth 
with : Yet, ttrange! the’ their Complaints and Groam were 





loud and piteous, and rung thro’ the World, they were not 


heard within the Diftriéts of Wfminfler 5 where fome Peo- 


ple are frequently ftruck with a fortunate Deafnefs by a 


powerful Box on the Ear, from a minilterial Hand, which 
often communicating to the Organs of Speech, leaves the 
Patient the Ufe of a Brace of Mono/l/ables only ; who, fill 
more wonderful! finds his Tongue under a kind of refiftlefs 
Impulfe of uttering Y¢a, when his Confcience diétates Nay. 
No Wonder then that the Voice of Calamity could not 
pierce the Hearts, when it fell thort of the Ears, of a Set of 
People, deprived, as it were, of the Free Agency natural to 
all human Kind. 


The unwarrantable Practices, Abufes, and Mifmanage- 
ments of our Naval Provifions in tho/e Days, expofed the 
Juftice of the Nation to the Reproach of our Neighbours on 
the Continent. The Chevalier de Coetsogon, in his univerfal 
Didtionary of Arts and Sciences, takes Notice, under the 
Article of Baking, of one Branch of Corruption in our 
Englifh ViGuallers, in the feverely-juft Remask following : 

‘* There are, fays my Author, but too often unpardon- 
** able Cheats committed in the Preparation of Sea-Bifhet, 
** which fhould be punifhed with the greateft Severity : 
** For it happens many Times, that the Undertakers have 
«© it made with the ftinking and damaged Flour, which 
renders the Bifket, already impalatabie enough of itfelf, 
* natfeous and very unwholfome. There i, fcarce any 
** Barbarity comparable to this, for it is fome Manner 
‘* poifoning, with a premeditated Defign, thele brave Fel- 
lows who expofe their Lives, in more than one Manner, 
** to fave our’s, and who may be very juftly confidered as 
** the Bulwark of the Kingdom. What! do they featt fo 
{plendidly on Board, as to be Able to bear the Inconve- 
nience of black and ftinking Bread ?}—Or, rather, is not 
Bread their chief Support ?——For, except one Meal of 
Salt Meat a Day, are they not obliged to feed on Bread 
the reft of the Time ? Which Bread has ofien as much 
“ Tafte as a Brickbat, and is of as eafy Digeftion, It is 
furprizing, that Exgland, which abounds in all Sorts of 
** the beft Corn, and with Wheat in particular, provides 
** her Fleet with fuch indifferent Bread: The French area 
great deal more careful of the Lives and Health of their 
Sailors, and their Sea-Biftet is far preferable to ours, 
The Eaglifh Sailors, tho’ the beft in the whole World, 
and as fuch fhould be better ufed, eat, to my certain 
Knowledge, fome Bread worfe than that condemned as 
** Machemoure on board the Frexch Men of War, and as 
fuch given to the Poultry, Hogs, &¢. This M ifmanage- 
ment deferves the Attention of thofe who have the In- 
** fpection of thofe Affairs, and fhould be carefully exa- 
** mined: into." Leaving this judicious Remark to 
ftand recorded by the Hand of a Forcizner, asa Monument 
of the Prevalency of Fraad and Neglect in the Manage- 
ment of our Naval Concerns, I fhall only add that it is 
heartily to be withed, that there was no other Articles of 
our Vi@ualling as liable, or rather more liable, to -be cen- 
fured than that of Bread. A juft and real Enquiry would 
doubtle(s have found that the Meat, if Carrion-Fleth may 
be called Meat, the well. hardened, petrify’d Suffolk Cheefe, 
the Vermin-eaten Pulle, 6c. wherewith our Sailofs have 
been fed, were as liable to Exception as the infipid ynnow- 
rifhing Bikes. . 
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Our Land Forces wo ild und ubtedly have fuffcred in the 
fame Maniucy from the iniquitous Hands of Contrafors and 
Parveyos, veeve it not for the Cate and Intpeétion of their 
watchtul Cutie, who perhaps alone dares remedy or Com- 
plein of the Corruption of Ayeats ; for it is notorious, that 
there hav: been fome Sea Officers who have loft their Com- 
mand for preluming to complain of the moff honourable Board 
of Eight. Vity, that we are not ble withia Chief of the 
like Quality, Care, and Attention, over our Navy! and 
the more, as it isfrom our Navy that we derive all the Ad- 
vantages we gamed in this lail War. Fortunate it was for 
us, that the ocenes of our late Naval Victories happened fo 
near home, while our Sailors were ttrengthened with the 
Nourifiment of the freth Provifions, which they had eaten 
in Harbour: For when they fubfilt on fuch naufeous Mache. 
moure (as our Author fliles it) and fuch unwholiome Food 
as are (atd to have been prepared for their longer Voyages, 
they fall fick and weak, and b come incapabie of working 
their Ships, much more of entering upon Aétion. 

As the public Cry has been loud tor Juftice on thofe who 
have robbed, weakened, and diflrefled the Nation, by a 
Mifapplication of our Naval Stores ; it would have been but 
realonable, as well as jufl, to have heard the Voice of Dit- 
trefs, and given the Satisfaction demanded for the Redrefs, 
and con!equently the Encouragement, of our too long injured 
Seamen ; and fo, by who]fome Examples, deter other Ser- 
vants of the Public trom National Embezzlements, A» the 
buty Scenes of War are over which have fo long engrofled 
the Minds of the Miniilry, and took up all their Attention ; 
and that Peace, with her Halcyon Days, is approaching with 
Leifure as weil as Plenty in her Lap ; at is to be hoped that 
the next Seflons of P**** will be employed to gratify the 
juft Expeétations of the People, and that the Iniguiues of 
Tower Hill will be avenged at Tybusn. 


LONDON. 


The Apartments belonging to his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke of Cumberland at St. James's, ate preparing for his 
Reception, bis Royal Highnefs being expett:d there from 
Holiand very fpeedily ; the Vatehs being gone to tetch him. 

‘There is a Report that his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland will fpeedily be appointed Esta High Admiral 
of England. 

A Number of Bil!s have been already peofted up at the 
Royal Exchange, for Ships bound to Spain, which has 
— great Satisfaction to the Generality of People in 

rade. 

We hear that Orders are given to take all the Lead off 
the Roof of Wefiminfter-Hall, and the fame is to be repair’d 
and covered with Slate, which as it is much lighter than 
the other, will not flrain the Wood-Work fo much. 

Sunday died, at his Houfe in Deptford, Mr. James Col- 
thurit, agee 105 Years, who was Clerk in that Yard in 
the Reigns of King Charlesthe Second, King James, King 
William, Queen Anne, and the late King ; but retired 
from Bufine!s on Account of his Age. 

Mrs. Anger, whe dicd fo.nc ‘Time fince, as Jatcly men- 
toned, has left 501. to the Grey Coat Hofpital, Weit- 
minfter, and so!. to the Poor of the Parith; likewife a 
Sum to be diitr:buted to 54 poor Widows who have been 
Houfe-keepers. 

On Tuefday laft came on to be tried, before the Right 
Honourable the Lord Chicf Juflice Lec, a very r inarkable 
Caufe between a certain Attorney at Liw, Plantiff, and 
William James of Aylefbury, eldeit Brother and Heir at 
Law of Nathan James, deceafed, Defendant, in Relation 
to the Validity of a Will, by which it was initited the faid 
Nathan James had given his Fortune to the faid Lawyer, 
in Prejudice of Ver Brothers and Sifters; and alter a hear- 
ing of 15 Hours, and the learned Arguments of ‘Twelve 
Counfel, the Jury brought in a Verdict againit the Will, 
with the Approbation of the whole Court. 

On Saturday the Seffions ended at the Old Bailey, which 
proved a Maiden one. 

The next Seffions will begin at the Old Bailey on Wed- 
nefday the 7th of September. 

The Seflions of the Peace for the City of London is ad- 
journed to next ‘l'uefday at Guildhall. 

Wednetday a Man, faid to be a Ship Carpenter, was 
taken in Shoreditch, and committed to New-Prilon, charg’d 
with the Murder of his Wife a few Days fince. 

Monday lalt Mr. Burtley a Linnen. Draper in the Strand, 
wasattacked by a fingle Highway man on Hounflow-Heath, 
who fobbed him of Seven Guineas and his Watch; but the 
Fellow fufpeéling Mr. Burtley would purfue him, fired a 
Piftol at him, the Ball of which went thro’ his Coat, and 
atierwards rode off: ‘The Highwayman was well mounted 
on a Black Gelding. 

Thurfday Mr. Johnfon, a Mofician, was robbed by a 
fingle Highwayman, on Hounflow-heath, of his Watch, 
tour Guineas, and fome Silver. 

Monday Night an unhappy Affiir happened in Flower. 
de-Luce Court, Fleetiireet, whee two Boys, one belonging 

to Mr. Couricy, a Blackimith, and the other to Mr. Camb- 
den, a Shoemaker in that Place, having fome Words, the 


latter took up a Knife and flung it at himw ith fuch Violence 
that it ttabbed bim in the Belly, for which he was fecured 
and the Boy who received the Wound was carried to St. 
Bartholomew's Hofpital, where he expired foon after. 

Sunday a Skiff, in which were two young Gentlemen on 

a Party of Pleature, was overfet by the Violence of the 
Wind, having a Sail up, in the River in Hackney-Marhhes, 
and one of them was drowned. 
Wednefday Eveniy g. Mr. Adams, a young Gentleman, 
very nigh coming to Age, when he would have poflefied 
an Eftate of 3001. per Ann. attempting to fwim in the 
Thames near Barnes, was unfortunately drowned : 

On Monday the son and Daughter of Mr. Glover, in 
Mount ftreet, being at Play, were run over by a Dray 
one of the Wheels went over the Girl’s Body, by which 
the Blood gufhed out of her Mouth and Noitrils, and left 
her for dead ; the other went over the Boy’s Leg, but hap- 
pily did not break it. ‘This was occafioned by the Carelcis- 
nefs of the Brewer's Servant riding on the Dray. ; 

Laft Monday a Perfon well dreffed was found hanging 
on a Tree in a Field adjacent to Walworth Common. 
There was found in his Pocket a Gold Watch, feveral Gui- 
neas, and fome Silver; but who he was is not known. 

The Beginning of this Week, an elderly Woman at 
Enfield, being terrified with fome filly Account of the 
Eclipfe, locked herfelf up in a Room, and cut her Arm in 
fuch a Manner that fhe bled to Death. 

By a Letter from Devonfhire we are informed, that there 
were latcly feen in Torbay near 40 young Whales at ore 
Time, one of which was was taken 18 Feet long. They 
are {uppofed to have been driven in there by the Thunder 
and Lightning. 

Extra& of a Letter from Bofton in Lincolnfbire. 

«* A few Days fince two Smugglers came, late in the 
Evening, to an Alehoufe at Wrangle, about feven Miles 
from hence, and the People not readily rifing to let them 
in, immediately broke open the Door, fhot the Landlord 
in the Leg, and beat him in a terrible Manner; but upon 
the Family’s making an Outcry, fome of the Neighbours 
came in and feized the Smugglers ; one of whom eicaping; 
returned {oon after, with upwards of 30 others, armed with 
Cutlaffes, &c. and attacked the Houfe of Mr. Wilbey, an 
eminent Grazier, who happened not to be at Home, fup- 
pofing his Servants had affiited in fecuring their Companion ; 
and after breaking open the Door, pulled his Wife, who 
was very near her Time, out of Bed, and made her tell 
where her Hufband kept his Cafh; took about Forty Gui- 
neas, broke all the Windows, and Furniture, ftaved all 
the Ale and Brandy there was, and then rode off trium- 
pha: ‘'y thro’ the Town, bidding Defiance to all the 
Country. ’Tis computed that Mr. Wilbey’s Lofs in Money 
and Goods, could not be lefs than three hundred Pounds.” 


Copy of a Letter from the Rev. Mr. Fobn. Hepburn, Minifter 
of the Gofpel, at Crawfurd, dated the 29th ult. 

** Monday laft, about Sun-fer, we had a very extraordi- 
nary Storm of Rain, Thunder, and Lightding, and as it was 
attended with a very lamentable Accident in this Parifh, I 
thought proper to inform you of fome of the Particulars. 
‘Lhe Suff rer was Thomas Brown, in Comphead, who had 
his eldeft Son (a Lad about 20 Years of Age) and 320 Ewes 
all killed by one Bolt. The Day after it happened I went 
to the Place, and carefully examin’d the whole Scene, 
which truly was one of the moft fingular and fhocking that 
perhaps has been feen of the kind, ‘There was a Picce of 
Ground, about 50 Yards in Length, and 20 in Breadth, 
quite covered with dead Sheep, there being few void Spaces 
between them, and in fome Places Heaps of them were 
lying above one another in the ftrangeft Confufion imagi- 
nable, as if they had been thrown with Violence from a 
Precipice. ‘Ihe kxtent of the Thunder feemed very ftrange 
to me, that it fhould kill fuch Numbers at once. Tiie 
young Man who loft his Li’e, was ftanding about 40 Yards 
from the Flock of Sheep, and, which is very odd, his Bro- 
ther was ftanding by his Side fo nigh as to touch him, and 
the Thunder feparated them at a good Dittance from one 
another, killed the one, and fo ftunned the other, ‘that for 
a long ‘Time he did not recover; when he did he found 
his Brother breathing his laft, a dreadful Smoke rifing from 
among the Sheep, and a moft dreadful Smell of Sulphur. 
‘The young Man's Body was entire, only fome blue Spots on 
his Skin; the Sheep alfo were without Wounds or broken 
Bones fo far as I could find, and apon examining them could 
only obferve their Bellies bliftered, whence iffued a bluith 
Water; and, what furprizes me, there was no Breach on 
the Ground, nor fo muchas a Grafs Pile broke, that could 
be obferved, nor were the Fleeces of the Cattle in the leaft 
finged. 

Extra& of a Letter from New-Yok, dated May 12. 

The Hefter Privateer, Capt. Troup, is arrived from a 
Cruize, and taken eleven Prizes this Cruize, and loft them 
all except one fmall French Privateer, which fhe fent to 
this Port’ She engaged a large French Ship with too 
Men, and 22 Carriage Guns, and run her afhore at Porto 
Prince, when sn Englifh Man of War appearing, the Cap- 
tain whereof fent his Lieutemant on board the French Ship, 











who told Captain Troup, that he fhould have no thare of 
her. Captain Troup then cruized off the Havanna for a 
fhort Time, but finding his Provifions run hort, he was 
obliged to return Home. The French Ship was richly laden 
with dry Goods. Off the Havanna, Capt. Troup tool 
fome Spaniards, who told him, that 14 Men of War Were 
almott ready to fail from the Havanna for Old Spain, with 
24 Millions of Money on board.”. 

The Dragon Privateer of New-York, decoyed a Spanith 
Man of War of 34 Guns on the Shoals of Bermudas, where 
fhe ran aground, and fet on Fire, after having been plun. 
dered. 

The Garland Privateer has taken and fent into Plymouth 
the N.S. di Gazzia d’Induttrie, Don Miguel Antonio Vi. 
anna, bound from Ferrol to New Spain. ‘There were four 
more Veffcls in Company with the Spaniard, which the 
Garland was left in Chace of. , 


The French India Company perceiving the Public very 
flow in fub{cribing to the Twelve Millions, which they pro. 
pofed to borrow, have altered their Projeét into a Lottery 
the Tickets of which are to be 700 Livers each, and the 
Blanks to be entitled to Annuities of 35 Livres per Ann, 

Very fuperb Equipages are preparing at Paris, which 
are faid to be defigned for an Embaflador from the Court of 
Turin, who is fuddenly to arrive in order to make a formal 
Demand of the Lady Victoire in Marriage to the Duke 
of Savoy. 

Extia& of a Letter from Paris, dated the:3th Infant, N.§, 

** By an Exprefs from our Miniiler at Conftantinople, 
with Difpatches over Land from the Eatt-Indies, we are 
told that Admiral Griffin with the Englith Men of War un. 
der his Command had taken and deftroyed Pondicherry, 
in the fame as M. Bourdenaye had done at Madrafs, The 
Dutch Prifoners in this Kingdom are to be fet at Liberty in 
a few Days without paying any Ranfom. We are makin 
fuitable Difpofitions for diicharging a great Part of our Ar- 
mies.” 

There are Letters from Hanover, dated the 13th of July, 
N.S. that by the Interpofition of his Polifh Majefty, Count 
de la Salle will obtain, of her Imperial Majefty, a free 
Pardon. 

We hear from Warlaw,. that Notice has been given to 
the Foreign Minifters there, ‘* That the Court has no In- 
tention to cramp them in the Exercife of their Funétions, 
or toconfine it to certain Steps, but to leave them, as u/usl, 
at full Liberty to execute whatever Commiflions they may 
be charged with by their refpective Courts ; but at the fame 
time they ferioufly defired them to abftain from all Intrigues 
with the Dyet of the Kingdom ; as it is conceived, that 
corrupting the Conflitution of a Nation is no Part of the 
Funétions of a foreign Minifter.” Which is very rightly ob- 
ferved ; that it were to be wifhed, that no Natives could be 
found in any free Country to do fuch dirty Jobs. 

The Emprefs of Roffia has given Materials Gratis to the 
Inhabitants of Mofcow andGluchaw,to rebuild their blouses 
which were confumed by the late dreadful Fires. 

By Letters from Aftracan, dated 23d of May, they had 
received Advice from Perfia, that the Shah had deftroyed 
the Rebels ; and that the Englifh Factors, who had lately 
been plu: dered, had received from the Shah a Promife 
of ample Satisfaétion for the Lofs they fuftained.

LOW COUNTRIES 

Hague, Fulyi6. General Greveftein is come back from 
Friefland, without having been able to do any thing to- 
wards fectling the Diforders of that Province. The States 
of Holland heve been deliberating ever fince laft Friday on 
Ways and Means tor making good the Deficiency occafion'd 
in their Revenue by the Abolition of the Impofts, The 
Skippers and Populace at Tergau pretending that by the 
Abolition of the Impofts in this Province they are to be ex-

levied for the Maintenance of the Dyks,and for other pub- 
lick Ufes of the Province. In Overyficl the States have 
been obliged to fuppre‘s all the Farms to quiet the Uueaft- 
nefs of the People; on the other Hand the Hanckes, ov 
People who coine yearly out of Germany, and other Parts 
to make Hay, and Worls at the Harveit, have affembled 
in great Bodies, and committed {everal Diforders in that 
Province, Count Bentinck fet out Yeiterday in the After 
noon for Aix la Chapelie.
